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THE FREE LUNCHER'S HOME 


San Francisco will Have to Step 


Down and Out. 


A correspondent cl the N. Y. Times 


gives a column description of a feature 
of New Orleans life not generally known, 
from which we extract as follows;: 


Observing strangers never fail to no- 


tice and comment upon the extraordina- 
ry liberality with which free lunches are 
dispensed by the proprietors of drinking 
saloons in New Orleans. And just here 
I may remark that drinking saloons nre 
very numerous in the city. The people 
complain that trade is stagnant; that po- 
litical troubles have impoverished Louis- 
iana and made paupers of the richest 
men; that property-owners are unable to 
pay their taxes; and that all classes 01 
citizens ave threatened with ruir. auc 
bankruptcy. 
There can bo no doubl 


that there is a great deal of truth iu all 
these statements. Such being the case, 
it is not a little surprising that whihky- 
shop keepers hero are rich, and prosper- 
ing as they do in no other part of the 
Union. In New Orleans there is a drink- 
ing place of Eome description on nearly 
every street comer, and restaurants and 
wine roonis are to be found in all parts 
of the cily. All these establishments 
appear to be doing a gooclbiisincss; they 
are crowded with customers from early 
morning until late at night, and many of 
them are compelled to employ from four 
to twelve bar-tenders. The people may 
be poor, and growing poorer; they may 
be unable to meet the obligations im- 
posed upon them by the Kellogg Gov- 
ernment, and it is possible that some! of 
them are on the verge of bankruptcy, but 
it isnone the less a fact, that they throw 
away thousands of dollars every day. 
A member of the Po'.ice Board informs 
me that the money which is spent here 
each week for intoxicating drinks would 
comfortably support all the State poor 
for a year. But to return to the subject 
of free lunches. 
In every one of the 


drinking saloons which nil the city a 
meal of some sort is served free every 
day. 
The custom appears to have pre- 


vailed long before the war. 'Ihen, how- 
ever, the Innch consisted of a slice of 
cold meat, crackers and cheese, or ia 
some cases a plate of warm soup. But 
with tbe war and the high prices which 
followed it, came extravagant ideas. 
The doors of saloons, which, at one 
time, eonld only be passed by tha fash- 
ionable dandy of the Cotton Exchange 
or the idle son of some rich sugar- 
planter, were thrown open to all classes 
of men. 
The war was productive of 


more than one good iu this country. It 
freed tha negroes and at tho same time 
gave social liberty to thousands of white 
men who had been despised and treated 
•with contempt by the landed aristocracy. 
To be assured of this emancipation the 
class of men I mention delighted to visit 
the fashionable and hitherto exclusive 
resorts of the city. Increased rivalry 
sprang up between the keepers of bar- 
looms, and to attract custom they began 
furnishing their patrons with warm and 
more or less bountiful lunches. Now 
there are fifty places in New Orleans 
where, for two hours every day, a free 
dinner of soup, meats, and vegetables 
is served to all vrho make application 
for it.

It cost him 
from S30 to, S-lt) a clay to do this, but he 
would lose half his customers if he dis- 
continued the praelicc. 1 related to Mr. 
Lacoump the conversation which I had 
overheard between the old Frenchman 
and the waiter, and asked him if ho had 
many discontented customers. "Ob yes," 
he replied, laughing, "there are nt least 
a dozen old fellows who come here every 
day, take ono fiftefn-ceut drink, eat a 
dinner which would cost them SI in a 
restaurant, and then complain that the 
bee' is tough or the potatoes watery." 
Mr. Lacoume confirmed tli-3 statement 
that thousands of people in ^iew Orleans 
live on free lunches.

When the big rain 
came, complaints ceased up to the eve 
of the late shower, again. It would 
seem as though these long dry spells, 
when everybody desires it otherwise, 
have an unhealthy effect as- well. Un- 
sanitary savans should take all the con- 
ditions into account before striking n 
balance. 


THE Oakland Health Officer goes out 


of his way occasionally to tell us what a 
healthy climate we arc blessed with. -All 
along the report of that officer, or the 
Board of which he is Chief, has estimated 
Oakland as second to no city in the 
world on the score oE good health—in 
fact, we believe, Oakland is first on the 
list according to that local authority. 
But now it seems that Oakland is a 
sanitarinm for consumptives, and thnt 
it is al! owing to the oceanic moisture 
incident to this section of tho State. 
What becomes of the dry atmospheic 
theory now ? And the uscnl advice to gi 
to Minnesota or Arizona, where dry cok' 
and dry heat are ill the extreme ? Verily 
everything nowadays seems to be going 
by the rue of contraries, or going to the 
dogs —we don't know which. 


THE OPPOSITION ALABMED. 


To read the high-sounding articles in 


the opposition press, the Republican 
party might think that their cake was 
dongh. Just now we refer more par- 
ticularly to 'the mixed opposition of 
California, whew a State campaign is on 
the tapis. East of the Eocky moun- 
tains, thing, scorn to be very quiet- 
New Orleans never more so; but in view 
of the coming tight For spoils in Cali- 
fornia, the parties and papers chiefly in- 
terested seem terribly scared all at 
once, for fear the people won't get 
scared and join in their cry.

RAILEOAD SPECULATIONS. 


The consolidation of interests be tween 


the Central Pacific Railroad und Pacific 
SlaiJ Steamship Companies has revived 
speculation as to the future of the qties- 
;iou of the termini. That the so-called 
Southe.ru Pacific will soon relocate the 
track between San Jose and San Fran- 
cisco, there is no doubt. That piece of 
road will be materially shortened by tak- 
ing the bay-shore route. The old Ila- 
•eiiswood bridge project is again revived 
-on paper—but in view of the building 
of large boats to answer every purpose 
of a bridge, the bay will not likely be 
obstructed any farther in that way, 
especially by increasing tho length of 
the "ram's horn route" through n 
bridge at Ravenswood. The

Unlon is still authority enough on rail- 
roads in this State to be worthy of spe- 
cial consideration, and tho following 
from that paper will be of interest just 
now: 


One significance of the recent purchnK- by the 


Southern Pacilic; Kailroad Company of the ex. 
tensive water front property in San Francisco, 
owned hythcPacinc Mail Company, is inndc 
apparent'in the intimation that the Kailroad 
Company will now proceed to lav a line of rail 
along the western .buy shore of San Mateo coun- 
ty to their present depots imd warehou-es iu 
Kan Francisco and to the water front above 
named. 
The new western shore line would 


leave the Southern Pacifti; rail at or about Kali 
.Bruno, deflecting eastward from that point to- 
ward the bay shore, avoiding the heavy grades 
that now cross the hills or San Miguel. To what 
extent the completion ot this piojcct nn.y mod- 
ify the- business heretofore done In the Railroad 
nf its Oakland terminus cannot be predicted.

TYPHOID V'KYKU.

number of cases of typhoid fever in the 
city. He contended that while much of 
ho siclmess may be produced by exha- 
ations from the body, it was well known 
.hat much was cntised from passages of 
jatients. In the vicinity where the cases 
of typhoid occurred which had come uu- 
ler his observation, water was used 
rom wells in marshy soil. Dr. Slier- 
uan suggested that all persons be rec- 
niimended to use city water, and in all 


where cesspools are dug they 


hould not go more than one foot into 
he hard pan. He also recommended 
hat notice -be given that wells should 
.ot be dug near cesspools, in marshy 
ground especially. He adviser! a peti- 
ion being drawn up by the Board and 
n-esented to the Council, setting forth 
hese views, and advising action. Tho 
Board concluded to consult with the 
louucil.

Tho Rev. L. Hamilton upon tile 


Meaiig for Developing- the .Same. 


Rev. L. Hamilton, of Oakland, had a 


talk with the San Jose people on \Ved- 
nesdaj- evening, nt Central Hall, which 
was filled with an array of interested lis- 
teners. 


He began his discourse with a refer- 


ence to a Society of Social Science being 
organized in San Francisco, and with 
purpose to establish branchesin various 
parts of the State. He submitted that 
its purpose was, not to bring about any 
violent or sudden revolution, but by 
quiet investigation, linn resolve and 
concerted action, to advance the inter- 
ests of society. 


The necessity for an organization of 


this kind was more apparent when we 
consider that neither the churches or the 
schools, as at present conducted, reach 
these subjects. They are questions out- 
side their scope; they have to do with 
the heart and affections, and embrace 
subjects that an; not so popular as radi- 
ical; they are not fashionable, and the 
churches like to be in -the fashion. The 
speaker would in no wise underrate 
either the churches or schools, but they 
were not sufficient to the present and 
growing needs of society. 


As a means for advocating the cause 


of Social Science, he suggested a Social 
Congress, similar to our National Con- 
gress, save in its purposes nnd methods. 
There might then be Committees of In- 
quiry chosen all over tho country, to 
propound questions for the Social Con- 
gress to debate and settle. Ho would 
'lUggcst three: The first, the question of 
Capital and Labor; their angular alti- 
tudes toward each other; the warfare 
they have been engaged in from the 
earliest days of civilization, and the 
grand and good results which would fol- 
low an harmonious adjustment. 


The second is the question of Educa- 


tion. Whether or not universal educa- 
tion is compatible with the higher de- 
grees of civilization. The very sugges- 
tion might seem startling to his hearers, 
who doubtless would say they thought 
that had been settled as an affirmative 
fact long ago, but yet, he submitted that 
there were many who entertained grave 
doubts on this question. 
The doubters 


pointed to the unemployed thousands 
ivho by educational processes had come 
to regard manual labor as degrading, 
and must live by their wits if they lived 
at all. 


The third question is the "Law of 


Hereditary Descent." 
He remarked 


upon that fac-t of history—the lament- 
able fact—that the choicest gifts of Na- 
ture to man are the cause of his deteri- 
oration and death—that the more re- 
fined and cultivated father bequeaths to 
his son physicsl weakness; and to each 
;cneration of cultivated men succeed a 
;enera(ion of fhe crude and unculti- 
vated, but physically strong, thu? keep- 
inghnmanity inits childhoodof intellect. 
That these results were inevitable—that 
they must be—the speaker could not 
claim, but he father saw and aekowl- 
edged evidences of a, brighter day dawn- 
ing. 
The demand for an investigation 


of these subjects was a bright and hope- 
ful augury, aud he welcomed the forma- 
tion of clubs, debating societies and 
congresses of social science ns the best 
agencies in this work.

THE NEW FERRY SLIPS. 


The Contract Awarded to W. H. M«r> 


tin & Co., and the Work to be 


Prosecuted with Vigor. 


Oaklanders are rejoicing. 
The fact 


that we are to emerge from the ferry- 
boats at the foot of Market street within 
a few months, has inspired us with un- 
speakiible delight, and awakened a degree 
of enthusiasm in favor of the Railroad 
Company that we .little imagiued we pos- 
sessed. Yesterday the Board of Harbor 
Commissioners awarded the contract for 
their construction to tl'.e firm of W. H. 
llartin i Co., who were reqnirod to fur- 
nish a bond in the.Bum of 920,OCO for the 
completion of the work. By the terms 
of the contract the work on the slips 
must be commenced within thirty days 
after the agreement shall have been 
signed, and be completed within ninety 
days. Work, it is understood, will be 
commenced as soon as arrangements can 
be made. There will be four large slips 
constructed in the same manner as those 
now in use at the foot of Broadway, 
three of which are to be given to the 
present ferry company and one will be 
reserved for the use of independent 
boats. The south slip will be on the 
north line of Market street wharf, and 
the other three extend beyond the crook- 
ed wharf at the foot of Clay street. It 
is designed to make the landing com- 
plete in every detail, aud to effect this 
all the old wharves and sheds will be 
taken away. Facilities are to be accord- 
ed the various street railroads to meet in 
that vicinity, which will make it a 
nucleus for local travel.
